It is true a sharp contest may come over the 
proposed changes in the rules of the house, but 
jt does not threaten permanent, oreven serious 
dissensions. Indeed,there isa far greater degree 
of good feeling among the democrats and a 
better hope of harmony than can be claimed 
by their opponents. Never have the republi- 
cans becu so disturbed by petty dissensions, or 
so fretted by the agitation of personal 
spleen and personal ambition on the part of 
their recognized leaders, While the democrats 
cordially united in re-electing Mr. Carlisle 
speaker of the house, the republicans had. an 
amusing little war over the empty honor of 
the minority nomination for the office. 

In the senate the feeling among their men 
is still worse, having been aggravated by the 
awkward contest over the selection of a presi- 
dent pro. tem, 

Naturally, the democrats are jubilant. They 
are beginning to reap the fruits of their victo- 
ry, and are reading their titles clear to a con- 
tinuance of power. But without regard to 
party, or the aspect of the’political horoscope, 
Washington is 

UNANIMOUSLY HAPPY. 

The city is full of people. Not only are 
they pouring in from all quarters for 
tempcrary business and pleasure, but there 
isan unprecedented influx of permanent resi- 
dents. Vacant houses are almost unknown. 
Hotels are being enlarged and impreved and 
blocks of new buildings are being completed, 
Real estate enjoys a big boom and is attracting 
the money of the speculator as well as the in- 
vestuent of the householder. Tht population 
is now certainly over two hundred thousand 
with a rapid approximation toward a clean 
quarter of a million. For the next six or eight 
months Washington will present a busy and 
entertaining scene. Congress will’not get down 
fo business until after the holdays.

Speaker Carlisle is relieved of a repetition 
of the mort perplexing duty he had to perform 
two years ago. The committees will remain 
vey much as they wege in the last house. 
Nearly allthe chairmen Were fortunate in se- 
cunneg a re-clection. 

The mest important vacancy is the chair- 
upship of the committee on postoftices and 
post roads, formerly held by Mr Moeuoy, of 
Mississippi. Mr. Reese, of Georgia, was sec- 
ond on that committee and has, consequently, 
preecderce in the line of promotion. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, has left the chair- 
manshipof the naval committee vacant, and 
there is talk of Perry Belmont as hissuccessor. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, aspires to take the 
place of his retired colleague, Judge Buckner, 
at the head of the committee on banking and 
currency, but the gold bugs of the house are 
waking determined opposition to his appoint- 
ment. Mr. Carlisle’s attitude toward the silver 
dollar is not clearly defined, but it is reported 
that he regards Mr. Bland as an extremist, and 
would like to find some other man 
for this chairmanship. The inev- 
italyle struggle over the silver 
question makes this one of the most limportant 
places to be filled in the organization of the 
house. Judge Buckner belonged to the wing of 
his party which looks with disfavor on the sil- 
ver dollar and a majority of the former com- 
- mittee sympathized with him. Unless the new 
committee is differently constituted Mr. Bland 
would find himselfin perpetual trouble if he 
were placed at its head.

_WAFHINGTON, December 8.—The session of 
the Louse was opened with prayer by its new 
chaplain, Rey.

lower pools a large number of strikers have 
returned to work during the past twenty-four 
hours at the operators’ terms. The 
diecd epinion of river men and residents along 
the river isthat the strike isat an end, and 
that allthe men will be working before the 
close of the week. The condition of the 
strikers’ families is said to be deplorable. 
Many families are said to be destitute, and the 
wolf is only kept at bay by outside contribu- 
tions. A relief movement is talked of, for, as 
one of the coal operators said this morning: 
“The women and children cannot be allowed 
to starve.”

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FLOUR MILLS Si UP. 


Nine Minneapolis Mills with a Capacity of 
16,000 Barrels Per Day. 

MINNEAPCLiS, Minn., December 8.—Nine 
flour mills started up yesterday, among them 
the largest as well as some_of the smaller ones. 
These miils have a capacity of about 16,000 
barrels per day of twenty-four hours, but it is 
not now possible to push them to this point. 
When the gates were opened it was found that 
owing to an ice gorge or low stage of river 
water, drew down seven or eight feet, and they 
could not all run. On this account the output 
will probably be limited to 5,000 barrels per 
day forashorttime. The number of cars of 
wheat in sight at Minneapolis yesterday in- 
cluded 1,138 on side tracks in city, ninety- 
eight on side tracks outside and seventy-nine 
in moving trains due here within twenty-four 
heurs, making a total of 1,315 cars. This shows 
reduction of about 1,000 cars from the highest 
number in sight at one time a few weeks ago.

Emereencies growing out of cival war in the Uni- 
States of Columbia demanded of the government 
ted at the beginning of this administration the em- 
ployment of armed force to fulfill its guarantees 
under the thirty-fifth article of {the treaty of 1546, 
in order to kcep the transit open across the isth- 
mus of Panama. Desirous of exercising only 
ihe powers expressly reseryed to us by the treaty, 
and mindful of the rights of Columbia, the forees 
cent to the isthmus were instructed to confine their 
action to “positively and efficaciously preventing 
the transit and its accessories from being inter- 
rupted or ¢ mbarassed.’’ The execution of this del- 
jcate and responsible task necessarily involved po- 
lice control over the local authority was tempora- 
rily powerless, but always in aid of the sovereignty 
of Colombia. The prompt and successful fulfill- 
ment of its duty by this government was highly 
appreciated by the government of Colombia, and 
has been followed by expressions of its satisfac- 
tion. 

High praise is Que to the officers and men en- 
gaged in this service. The restoration of peace 
on the istbmus by the re-establishment of the con- 
stituted government, there being thus accomplish- 
ed. the forces of the United States were with- 


drawn. 
Pending these oceurrences a question of 
much importance was presented by decrees 
ef the Colombian government, proclaiming 
the closure of certain ports then in the hands of 
the insurgents, and declaring vessels held by the 
revolutionists to be piratical and liable to capture 
by any power.

Ceniral America, seed to the happiness of its peo- 
ple, is the security and neutra ity of the inter- 
oceanic routes which lead through it. The con- 
strncuen of three transcontinental lines of railway 
all in successful operation, w holly within our terri- 
tory, end uniting the Atlantic and Parifie 
eceaps has been accompanied by results 
eof aimost interesting and impres: ive nature, and 
has created new conditions not inthe routes of com- 
merce only, bat in politica’ geography, which pow- 
erfully affect cur relations toward and the necessity 
incrcase Our interests in, any transisthmial route 
W hic h may be opened and employed for the ends of 
peace and traffic, or,in other contingence, for uses 
ipimical to both. Transportation isa factor in the 
cost of cemmadities scarcely second tothat of their 
piccuction, amd weighs as heay ily uponthe con- 
sumer. Our experience already has proven the 
great importance of having the competition he. 
tween land cafriage and water carriage fully de- 
veloped, each acting as a protection to the publie 
fLeainstthe tendencies to monopoly which is inhe- 
rent in the constitution of wealth and prowess in 
the hands of yast corporations. These suggestions 
may serve to emphasize what I haye already said on 
the score of the necessity of federalization of any 
interoceanie fransit, and thiscan only be accom- 
piishe ad by making the uses of the route open toall 
nations, and subject to the ambitions nnd warlike 
becessitie: of None, with drawings and report of a 
recent stiryey Of the Nicaragua canal route, made 
by Chief Fngineer Menocal], will be communicated 
for your information. 
The claims of citizens of the United States for 
losses by wason of the late military operations of 
Chiliin Peru and Bolivia are the sujbect of negotia- 
tions for a Slaims convention with Chili, providing 
for their submission to arbitration. 

The harmony of our relations with China is fully 
sustained, Inthe application of the acts lately 
passed toeXeeute the treaty of 1880, restrictive of 
i migration of Chinese laborers into the United 
States, iydividual cases of hardship have occurred 
beyond the power of the executive to remedy, and 
calling or jndicia) determination, 

The cndition of the Chinese question in the 
weelern states om sorritoric S is, despite. this_re- 
stiictive: legislation, far Toes Veer os ys where 
The recent Gecak in Wyoming oe \ndisputably 
nimbers of unoffending, e"treatie and law were 
within the preter inob, and the still more recent 
murdered, watbreak of the same character in 
Washinestes Say itory, are fresh in the minds of all, 

1 anprehension lest the bitterness ol 
feeling against the Murueeh fir race on the Pacitic 
slope inay find vent in similar itewlegs ge nonstra- 
ticns. All the power of this government shouid be 
exerted to maintain the amplest good faith toward 
(hinta iu the treatment cof these men, and the in- 
fexible sternness of the law in bringing the wrong 
dcers to justice should be insistedl upon. 

Every effort has been made by this government 
to prevent these violent outbreaks and to aid the 
re prese) tatives of Chinain tneir investigation of 
these outrages, and it is but fair tosay that they are 
traceable to the lawlessnesso{ men, not citizens ofthe 
United States,engaved in competition with Chinese 
Jaborers. Race prejudice is the chieffactor in origina. 
ting these disturbances, and it exists ina large part 
of our demian, jeopardizing our domesiic peace and 
the good relationship we strive to maintain witl 

China. The admitted right of a government to pre- 
vent the infiux of those hostilesto internal peace 
and security may rot be questioned, even where 
there is no treaty stipulations on the subject. That 
the exclusion of Chinese labor is demanded in oth- 
er ccuntries, where like conditions prevail), is 
strongly evidenced in the dominion of Canada, 
where Chinese immigration jis @ow regulated by 
laws more exclusive than our own. 

Ifexisting laws are inadequate to compass the 
end in view, 1 shall be prepared to give carnest 
consideration to any further remedial measures, 
within the treaty limits, which the wisdom of con- 
gress nay devise. 

THE CONGO QUESTION, 

The independent state of the Congo has been 
organized as a government under the sovereignty 
of his majesty the king of the Belgians, who as- 
sumes the chief magistracy in his personal charac- 
ter only, without making the new state a depen- 
dency of Belgium. It is fortunate that a benighted 
region, ewing all its quickening Civilization to the 
henifticence and philanthropic spirit of this mon- 
arch, should havethe advantage and security of 
his benevolent supervision. The action taken by 
this government last year, in being the first to 
recognize the flag of the international association 
of the Congo, has been followed by formal recogni- 
tion of the ‘ whieh sueceeds to its 
sovercign powers. A conference of dele- 
gates principal commercial! 
nations was held at Berlin last winter to discuss 
methods whereby the Congo basin might be kept 
open to the world’strade. Delegates attended on 
behalf of the United States on the understanding 
that their part should be merely deliberative, with- 
out impaiting to the resulis any binding character, 
:o far as the United States were concerned. This 
reserve was due tothe indisposition of this gov- 
eri.ment to share in any disposal by an interna- 
tional congress of jurisdictional questions in rela- 
tion to foreign territories. The results of the con- 
ference were embcdied in a formal act of the na- 
ture ofan international convention, which laid 
down certain obligations, purporting to be binding 
on the signatories, subject to ratification within 
one year. Notwitnstanding the reservation under 
which the delegates of the United States attended, 
their signatures were attached to the 
general act in the same manner as 
those of the plenipotentiaries of other 
governments, thus making the United States 
appear without reserve or modification as signato- 
ries to a joint international engagement imposing 
on the signers the conservation of the territorial 
integrity of distant regions where we haye no es- 
tablished interests or control. ae 

This government does not, however, regard its 
reservation of liberty of action in the premises as at 
all impaired; and holding that an engagement to 
share in the obligation of enforcing neutrality In 
the remote vailey of the Congo would be an alli- 
ance whose responsibilities we are not in @ position 
to assume, L abstain from asking the sanction of 
the senate to that generalact. The correspondence 
will be laid before you and the instructive and in- 
teresting report of the agent sent by this govern- 
ment to the Congo country and his recommenda- 
tions for the establishment of commercial agencies 
on the’African coast are also submitted for your 
consideration. 

COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH SOUTH AMERICA, 

The commission appointed by my predecessor 
last Winter to visit the Central and South American 
countries, and report on the methods of — 
the commereial relations of the | nited — 
therewith, has submitted reports, which wi 
laid before you. 

THE COREAN TREATY. 

No opportunity has been omitted to testify the 
friendliness of this government toward { orea, 
whose entrance into the family of treaty powers the 
United States were the first to recognize. ‘noms 
with favor the application made by the. oe 
government to be a lowed to employ American - ; 
ficers as military instructors, to which the assent ol 
congress becomes necessary, and I am happ to say 
this request has the concurrent sanction 0 China 
arte perest_ and imprisonment of Julio R. Santos, 
a citizen of the United States, by the authorities of 
Ecuador, gave rise to a contention with that gov- 
ernment, which his right to be released or to have

After 
an claborate Correspondence and repeated aad 
catpest representations on our part, Mr. Santos; 
Was, affer an alleged trial and conviction, eventu- 
aliy included in a general decree of amuesty and 
parconed by the Ecuadorian executive and re- 
leased, leaving the question of his American citi- 
zeuship denied by the Ecuadorian government, but 
insisied upon by our own. 
TEE AMERICAN-FRENCH CLAIMS COMMISSION, 

The amount adiudged by the late French 
and American claims commission to be due from 
the United States to French claimants on account 
of injuries suffered by them during the war of 
secession haying been appropriated by the last con- 
gress has been duly paid to the French govern- 
ment. 

The ect of February 25th, 1885, previded for a 
preliminary search of the reeords of French prize 
(courts for evidence bearing on the claims of Amer- 
ican citizens against France for spoilations com- 
mitted prior to 1°01. The duty bas been performed 
and the report of the agent will be laid before you. 

THE AMERICAN HOG. 

I regret to say that the restrictions upon the im- 
poitation of our pork into France continue, not- 
withsianding the abundant @emonstration] of the 
absence of sanitary danger in its use, but I entertain 
‘trong hopes that with a better understanding of 
the matter this vexatious prohibition will be re- 
moved. It would be pleasing to be able to say as 
much with respect toGermany, Austria and other 
countries where such food products are absolutely 
excluded without present prospect of reasonable 
change. The interpretation of our existing treaties 
of naturalization by Germany during the past year 
has attracted attention, by reason of an apparent 
tercency on the part of the imperial government 
to extend the scope of the residential restrictions to 
which returning naturalized citizens of German 
origin are asserted to be liable under. the laws of 
the empire. The temperate and just attitude taken 
Ly this government with regard to this class of 
qGuestions will doubtless lead to a satisfactory un- 
cerstandineg. . 

THE CAROLINE ISLANDS. 

‘The dispute of Germany and Spain relative to the 
com nation of the Caroline Islands has attracted 
ithe attention of this government by reason of the 
extensive interests of American citizens having 
grow h up in those parts during the past fifty years, 
aod because the question of ownership involves the 
jurisdiction of matters affecting the Status of 
our citizens under civil and criminal law. Whilst 
standing wholly aloof from the proprietary issues 
raiscd between powers to both of which the United 
states are friendly, this government expects that 
nothing in the present contention shall unfavorably 
affect our citizens carrying on a peaceful commerce 
orthere domiciled, and has so informed the goy- 
erL ments of Spain and Germany. 

THE UNITED STATES AND GREAT BRITAIN, 

The marked good will between the United States 
and Great Britain has been maintained during the 
past year. The termination of the fishery clauses 
of the treaty of Washington, in pursuance of the 
joint resolution of March 3rd, 1883, must have re- 
sulted in the abrupt ¢essation on the ist of July of 
this vear, in the midst of their ventures, of the Op- 
crations of citizens of the United States engaged in 
fishing in British-American waters but for a diplo- 
Inatic understanding reached with her majesty’s 
rovernmentin June last, whereby assurance was 
obtained that ro interruption of those operations

inadequacy of the existing agreements for 
cxtraditien between the United States and Great 
br 1s Leen lonig apparent. The tenth article 
of the treaty of 1842, one of the earliest Compacts in 
this regard entered into by us, stipulated for sur- 
render in respect of a limited number of offenses, 
Other crimes no less inimical to the social welfare 
shculd be embraced, and the proceedure of extra- 
dition brought in harmony with the present inter- 
notional practice. Negotiations with her majesty’s 
covernient fer an enlarged treaty of extradition 
have bcen pending since 1870, and I entertain 
sirchg hopes that as satisfactory a result may be 
cocn allained 

TUS ALASKA FRONTIER. 

The frentier line between Alaska 
Columbia, as defined by-the treaty of cession with 
Russia, the demarkation assigned ina 
piiortreaty between Great Britain and Russia. 
Mccern exploration discloses that this ancient 
boundary is imprecticable asa geographical fact. 
iu the unsettled condition of that region the ques- 
tion hes lacked importance, but the discovery of 
mineral wealth in the territory the line is supposed 
to traverse, Pdmenishes us thatthe time has come 
when an accurate knowledge of the boundary’ is* 
needful to avert jurisdictional complications, I 
recommend, therefore. that provision be made for 
a preliminary reconnoissance by officers of the 
I nited’ States, to the end of acquiring more precise 
information onthe subject. I have invited her 
ingiesiv’s cevernment to consider with us the 
adontion of a more convenient line, tobe estab- 
lished by meridan observations or by known 
reopraphical features, without the necessity of an 
expensive survey of the whole. 

THE HAYTIEN INSURRECTION, 

The late insurrectionary movements in Hayti 
have been quel'ed. The government of that re- 
public has made prompt J} roy ision for adjudicating 
the losses suffered by foreigners because of hostili- 
ties there, and the claims of certain citizens of the 
United States will be in this manner determined. 
The long pending claims of two citizens of the 
l'nited States, Pelletier and Lazare, have been dis- 
posed of by arbitration, and an award in favor of 
each claimant has been made which by the terms 
of the agreement is final. It remains for congress 
to provice for the payment of the stipulated moiety 
of the cxpenres, ae : . 

A question arose with Hayti during the past{year 
hy reason of the exceptional treatment of an 
Americen citizen, Mr. Van Bokkelen, a resident of 
Poit-au-Prinee, who on a suit by creditors residing 
in the United States, was sentenced to imprison- 
ment and under the operation of a Haytian statate 
was denicd the relief secured the native Haytian. 
This government asserted bis treaty right to equal 
treatment with the natives of Hayti in all suits at 
law. Our contention was denied by the Haytian 
government. which, however, while still professing 
fomaintain the ground taken against Mr. Van 
Pokkelen’s right terminated the controversy by 
setting him at liberty without explanation, 

CHECKING THE CHOLERA. 

An international conference to, consider the 
means of arresting the spread of cholera and other 
epidemic diseases was held at Rome in May last, 
dnd adicurned to meet again on further notice. An 
expert delegate, on behalf of the United States, has 
aitcnded its sessions and will submit a report. 

OUR MEXICAN RELATIONS, 

Our relations with Mexico feontinue Sto be most 
cordial, as befits these of neighbors between whom 
the : trengest ties of friendship and commercial in- 
timeey exist, as the natural and growing conse- 
queneeof our similarity of institutions of geograph- 
ical propiguinity. The felocation of the boundary 
ine beferecs: the United States and Mexico, west- 
ward of the Rio Grande under the convention of 
July 29, 1882, has been unavoidably delayed, but I 
ay prebend no difficulty in securing a prolongation 
ct the period for its accom plishment. | 

The lately concluded commercial treaty with 
Mexico still awaits the stipulated legislation to 
carry its provisions into effect,for which one year's 
sctditional time has been s€cured by a supplement- 
ary article signed in February last, and since rati- 
fed on both _ sides. As this convention, 
co important to the commercial wel- 
fare of the two adjoining countries, has been con- 
siitutionally col irmed by the treaty-making branch, 

I express the hdpe that the legislation needed to 
make it effective may not be long delayed. The 
large influx of capital and enterprise to Mexico 
frcm the United States continues to aid in the de- 
velopment of the resources and in augmenting the 
material welfare of our Sister re- 

ublic. Lines of railway penetrating to the 

eart and capital of the eountry 
bring the two peoples into mutually beneficial in- 
tercourse and enlarged facilities . of transit, add to 
profitable commerce, create w markets and fur- 
nish a revenue to otherwise ted communities. 
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I have already adverted to the suggested construc- 


ticn of-a ship railway across the. narrow formatioa 
oft the territory of Mexico at Tehuantepec, 
THE SOUTH AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 

With the gradual recovery of Peru from the ef- 
fects of her late disastrous conflict with Chili, and 
with the restoration of civil authority in that dis- 
tracted country, it is hoped that the pending war 
cleims of our citizens will be adjusted. In conform- 
ity with notification given by the government of 
Peru, the existing treaties of commerce and extra- 
dition between the United States and that country 
will terminate March 31, 1886. 

OUR RELATIONS WITH RUSSIA. 

Cur geed relationship with Russia'continues. An 
officer of the navy, deputed for the purpose, is now 
on his way to Siberia, bearing the testimonials 
vated by congress to those who generously succored 
the survivors of the unfortunate Jeannette expe- 
dition. 

OUR RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 

it is gratifying to advert to the cordiality of our 
intercourse with Spain. The long pending claim 
of the owners of the ship Masonic for loss suffered 
through the admitted dereliction of the 
authorities inthe Phillipine islands has been adjust- 
ed by atbitration and an indemnity awarded. ‘The 
pore. le of arbitration in such cases, to which the 

hited States have long and consistently adhered, 
thus receives a fresh and gratifying confirmation. 
Other questions with Spain have been disposed of 
or are under diplomatic consideration with a view 
to just and honorable settlement. 

‘The a gy ment of the commercial agreement with 
Spain of January 2d, February 12th, 1884, has been 
found inadequate to the commercial needs of the 
United States and the Spanish Antilles, and the 
terms of the agreement are subject to 
conflicting interruptions in those islands. 
Negotiations have been instituted at 
Madrid for a full treaty not open to these objeetions, 
and in the line of the general policy touching the 
neighborly intercourse of proximate communities 
1o which elsewhere advert and aiming moreover at 
the removal of existiag burdens and annoying re- 
strictions, and although a satisfactory termination 
is promiscd lam compelled to delay its announce- 
ment, 

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

An international copyright conference was held 
at Berne in September on the invitation of the 
Swiss government. The envoy of the United 
States attended as a delegate, but refrained from 
committing this government to the results even b 
signing the recommendatory protocol adopted. 
The interesting and important - subject of 
international copyright as~=Ss(‘éieenn~—Cé fore 
you for several years, Actior is 
certainly desirable to effect the object in view—and 
while there may be question as to the relative ad- 
vantege of treating it by legislation or by specifie 
treaty, the matured views of the Berne conference 
Cannot fail to aid your consideration of the subject. 

THE TREATY W4TH TURKEY. 

The termination of the commercial treaty of 1962 
between the United States and Turkey has beem 
sovght by that government. While there is a ques- 
tion as tothe sufficiency of the notice of considera- 
tion given, yet as the commercial rights of ‘our eiti- 
zens in Turkey come underthe favored nation guar- 
antees of the prior treaty of 1530, and as equal treat- 
ment is admittcd by the porte, no inconvenience 
can result from the assent of the government to the 
revision of the Ottoman tariffs, in which the treaty 
powers have been invited to join, 

Questions concerning our citizens in Turkey may 
be affected by the porte’s acquiscence in the right 
of expatriation ana by the imposition of religious 
tests as a condition of residence in which this gov- 
eri mepteennot concur. The United States must 
hold in their intercourse with every power that the 
status of their citizens is to be respected and equal 
civil privileges accorded to them without regard to 
ereed and affected by no considerations save those 
growing out of a domiciliary return tothe land of 
original allegiance or of unfulfilled personal obli- 
gations which may survive, under municipal laws, 
after such voluntary return. 

VENEZUELA AFFAIRS. 

The negotiation with Venezuela relative to the 
re-hearing of the awards of the mixed commission 
constituted under the treaty of 1866, was resumed 
in view of the recent acquiesence of the Venezuela 
envoy in the principal point advanced 
by this government that the eflects 
of the old treaty could only be set aside by the 
opelation of anew conyention. The result in sub- 
stantial accord with the advisory suggestions con- 
tained inthe joint resolutions of March Srd, 1885, 
has heen agreed upon, and will shortly be submit 
‘“Tnder sectien 36590f the revised statutes all 
furds held in trust by the United States and the 
annual interest accruing thereon, when not other- 
wise required by treaty. are to be invested in stock i 
of the Unitcd States bearing a rate of interest no 
less than five per centum per annum, There being 
new no procurable stocks paying so high arate o 
interest, the letter of the statute is at present iuap- 
plicable, but its spirit is subserved by continuing to 
make investments of this nature in CUr- 
rent stocks bearing the highest interes 
now paid. The statute, however, makes no pro- 
vision for the disposal of sucha criterion. It be 
irg contrary to the general rule of this government 
to allow interest on claims! recommend the re- 
peal of the provision in question, and the dispost- 
tion under a uniform rule of the present accumu- 
lations from investment of trust funds. 

CITIZENSHIP AND NATURALIZATION, . 
The inadequacy of existing legislation touching 
citizenship and naturalization demands your con- 
sideration. While recognizing the right of expa- 
triation, no statutory provision exists providing 
means for renouncing citizenship by an American 
citizen, native-born or naturalized, nor for termt- 
pating and vacating an improper acquiesition of 
citizenship. even a fraudulent decree of naturaliza- 
‘ion cannot now be cancelled. The privilege and 
franchise of American citizenship should -be 
cranted with care, and extended to those 
only who intend in good faith to 
assume its duties and responsibilities when attain- 
ing its privileges and benefits. It should be W ithheld 
from hone who merely go through the forms of 
naturalization with the intent of eseaping the 
duties of their original allegiance without taking 
upon themselves those of their new status, or who 
may acquire the rights of American citizenship for 
no other than a hostile purpose towards their orig- 
inal goverrments. These evils have had many 
flagrant illustrations. I regard with favor the sug- 
gestion put forth by one of ™m) predecessors that 
provision be made for a central bureau of record of 
the decrees of naturalization granted by the vari- 
ous courts throughout the United States now in- 

‘ested with that power. Hinge 
"ql vichta which a from domicile in the 
United States, especially when coupled with a dee- 
laration of intention to become a citizen, are 
worthy of definition by statute. The stranger com- 
ing hither with intent to remain, establishing his 
residenee in our midst, contributing to the general 
welfare, and by his voluntary Bet declaring his 
purpose to assume the responsibilities of entizen- 
ship, thereby gains an inchoate status which legis- 
lation may properly define. The laws of certain 
states and territories admit a domiciled alien to the 
local franchise,conferring on him the rights of citi- 
zenship to a degree, which places him in the anom- 
olous position of being a citizen of a state and yet 
not of the United States, within the purview of fed- 
eral and.international] law, It is important within 
the scope of natidnal legisiation to define this right 
of alicn demicile as distinguished from federal nat- 
uralization. : 

COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 

The cowmercial relations of the United States 
with their immediate neighbors, and with impor- 
tant areas of traffic near our shores, suggest espe- 
cially liberal intercourse between them and us. 
Following the treaty of 1883 with Mexico, which 
rested on the basis of a reciprocal exemption from 
eustoms duties, other similar treaties were Ine- 
iated b my predecessor. Recognizing that 
need of fess obstructed traffic with Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and not by the desire of Spain to succor lang- 
uishing interests in the Antilles, steps were taken 
to attain those ends by a treaty of commerce. Rs 
similar treaty was afterwards signed by the dom - 
ion republic.

Pure Water for Atlanta. 
It leoks to us as if the artesian well, in 
spite of its supposed failure, is the biggest 
thing in Atlanta. 

Here we haye-a stream of water as big as a 
man’s arm, gushing from beneath enormous 
beds of granite, clear and cold. The solid 
piping reaches through successive .stata of 
granite, an unbroken depth of more than five 
hundred feet. It is certain that every drop 
of water that gurgles from the spout is drawn 
from at least that depth ; which is far below 
the possibility of surface poison or taint. It 
is as pure as the water that springs from any 
reck in the mountain, or that percolates 
though the sands of any woodland spring. 

It appears to setile definitely the question 
of pure drinking water for Atlanta. The 
present well gives an abundant “supply 
of water for a city twice as large as Atlanta. 
When necessary other wells can be sunk. It 
is the smallest objection, that it requires a 
constant expenditure to pump this water. 
Atlanta could well afford it if it cost twenty 
times as much. 7 

It may be admitted that the experiment is 
not yet fully made. The vein may be ex- 
hausted in a short time, though the flow is 
undiminished after two days’ pumping. 

There is a tang of sulphur in the water, to 
some men’s taste. One irreverant drinker, 
commenting on this, said; “I ain’t sur 
prised, for it comes from the edge of ‘hell.’ ”’ 
Really a little taste of sulphur, certainly if 
only perceptible to experts, in water would 
not be objectionable. If the supply holds out 
—and it looks as if it would—the artesian 
well, long doubted and sneered at, will prove 
fo be our greatest blessing and settle the’ 
only serious problem that stands between 
Atianta and her ftture,
